THK TIFFA RANCH MURDER. 
The Slayer of ,1. Y. H. Saflford Supposed 
to l»e in Custody in M ontana. 
Bctte (M. T.), July 28th.—A t9:30 o’clock 
Friday evening Sheriff Lloyd and Under 
Sheriff Frank K. B. Thomas stepped qui­ 
etly into Maxwell s saloon on Galena street 
and arrested Ai Vandever, who was tend­ 
ing bar. Vandever made no resistance, 
aud was quietly escorted to the County Jail, 
where be now is. He was arrested on a 
description held by the Butte otlicers and 
on the strength of some private pointers 
which they had gathered. The charge 
against the prisoner is that on July 28,1887, 
he shot and killed one J. V. H. Satf»rd in 
Colusa county, Cal. The circumstances of 
the killing are not known in Butte. Van­ 
dever is arrested on a description with 
which he tallies perfectly except in the 
matter ot weight. If he is the right man 
he is under an assumed named, as the 
name of the murderer in Caiforuia was 
Sims Welling. 
Vandever maintains his innocence. He 
has been in Butte since last September, 
wilh the exception of a few weeks, which 
he spent at Granite. The officers are very 
confident that he is the man called for by 
their description. A telegram was at once 
sent to the Sheriff of Colusa county. Cal., 
and he is already on his way to Butte to 
identify the prisoner if he' is the man 
wanted. 
The Tiffa ranch, near Willows, belonged 
to Safford’s wife, and as she was dissatisfied 
with Safford s management she employed 
Sims Welling as foreman. There was more 
or less trouble between Safford and the 
foreman, and on the 28th of July 1887, 
Welling tried to buy a pistol on credit, but 
was refused. He got one somewhere, how­ 
ever, and walked up to Safford as he sat in 
his bedroom and tired two shots into him. 
Safford lived forty hours. Immediately 
after the crime Welling took the best horse 
on the ranch, but has not been seen since, 
unless he is the man arrested in Butte. A 
man was arrested in one of the Mississippi 
States and men were sent to identify him, 
but they disagreed, one declaring he was 
not the man wanted, and no clew has been 
found to Welling recently until the Mon­ 
tana affair.

He Say* the Prohibition Cake I* Dough — 
You Can't Legislate a Man Sober. 
C h ic a g o. July 28th.—Francis A. Murphy, 
the well-known temperance lecturer, who 
is in this this city on his way East, was 
asked what he thongbt of the prohibition 
movement. He said: “ The prohibition 
cake is dough. I knew it would prove so, 
and I hope they are beginning to find it 
out. You can't legislate a man sober. Pro­ 
hibition means free whisky, and that's all 
you can make of it. 
“The idea of a prohibition law proving 
effectual in Chicago, for instance, is ridicu­ 
lous. In a sparsely settled country, or in 
small towns, perhaps it could be made so, 
but never in centers of population. I be­ 
lieve a prohibition law would simply tie 
our hands as to restrictive measures, and 
then, with prohibition thatdidnot prohibit, 
where would we be? 
Only think of it. Teiling a man that he 
should not produce an alcoholic beverage 
when the natural tendency ot every fruit 
of the garden and orchard is toward fer­ 
mentation. You never can prohibit it, but 
men can quit getting drunk, if they will.’’ 


UNDERMINED GROUND. 
Sudden Sinking in the Coal Field* of 
Central Pennsylvania. 
W il k Fsnabbe (Pa ). July 28th —The res- 
dents of Sawyer’s Hill, a few miles above 
this city were greatly alarmed yesterday 
morning by the settling of a large area of 
the workings of the Enterprise Collierv. A 
considerable number of dwellings are lo­ 
cated on the disturbed tract, but so far only 
three dwellings are injured. The miffe 
cavings frequently give rise to startling in 
cidents. 
A few days ago. near Pine Bridge, a 
young lady was talking with her mother, 
who sa* by the door shelling peas. Con­ 


tinuing the conversation, her remarks re­ 
ceived no answer. Going to the door to 
ascertain the cause, tne daughter discov­ 
ered a hole twenty-five feet deep, at the 
bottom of which lay her mother in a dead 
faint with the pan of peas in her lap. 
lhe ground bad settled noiselessly, car­ 
rying her down wilh it. Ropes and lad­ 
ders were required to bring her to the sur­ 
face. 


CHICAGO'S STORM. 
Loss of Life aiul Fearful Destruction of 
Property—Incidents. 
Chicago, July 28th.—From all accounts 
received to-day and this evening, last 
night s storm was one of the worst ever 
known in the history of the citv, both for 
the amount of rainfall and the damage 
done. 
Aside from the awful catastrophe at 
Twenty-first and Levitt, where eight people 
were killed by a falling house, three lives 
are known to have been lost. One child 
was killed by lightning, and two men 
walking on the railroad track were stunned 
by a shock and killed bv a passing train. 
The damage to the basement stores in 
the business part of tire city is very great, 
and in the resident district many'bonses 
were more or less injured by wind aud 
lightning. 
Ail along the outskirts of the city the 
storm may be traced by fallen trees' aud 
wrecked fences and outbuildings. 
Among dozens of other casualties, a case 
is reported of a patrolman, who, while re­ 
porting to the station sergeant over the 
. atrol telephone, was knocked senseless by 
shock ol electricity and is in a very seri­ 
ous condition. 
The tremendous rainfall raised the Chi­ 
cago river rapidly, and all last night and 
to-day it has been flowing into Lake Michi­ 
gan at a speed of six miles an hour. 
It is reported that traces of the filthy 
cesspools can be discovered nearly a 3 far 
out as the crib where the Chicago water 
supply is taken from. 
Telegraph and telephone wires through­ 
out the city and the suburbs were badlv 
used up, and to-day large gangs of men 
have Leen busily employed repairing the 
damages. 
The city fire engines were to be seen at 
many points in the heart of the citv {lump­ 
ing out water from basements of stores, 
restaurants and olher places. 
During the hight of the storm last night 
the propeller Boston, of the New York 
Central line, grain laden, coming down to 
the South Branch from the Elevator, be­ 
came unmanageable on account of the 
swift current and swung broadside against 
a bridge. It was held in that position un­ 
til this evening, notwithstanding efforts to 
release her. It took two railroad engines 
on the Lake Shore, two large tugs and an 
elaborate complication ol tackle to release 
the big boat, and in the meantime the 
river and railroad traffic in that vicinity 
was completely suspended. 
C h ic a g o, July 28t'u.—A correct list of the 
dead of last night’s casualty is as follows : 
Cornelius Ferdinanchus, liekea Ferdinan- 
chus, Cora Ferdinanchus, Mea Ferdinan- 
cbus, Amelia Buck, Johanna Buck, Albert 
Buck. The injured will all recover. The 
building which fell on the smaller one was 
a three-story and attic, just completed. 
The Coroner will hold an inquest to­ 
morrow, and will probably hold some one 
to the Grand Jury on account of the char­ 
acter of the work done on the building. 
Four unoccupied btick houses at Six­ 
teenth and Rockwell streets, just com­ 
pleted, were blown down; damage, $10,­ 
000. A two story brick on Washteraw 
avenue was partly destroyed. The residence 
of Mrs. Boardruau on Michigan avenue 
was deluged and damaged $20,000. It was 
caused by a chimney falling during the 
storm, and crushing an immense hole in 
the roof. 
The Rosenthal Fringe Company suffered 
a loss of $10,000 by fire, caused by lieht- 
ning, at their warerooms. Adams <fc Co., 
dealers in wall paper, lost $1,000 in the 
same fire. P. C Hanford,“Oil company, 
and the stables at Sixteenth street were ig­ 
nited by lightning. Eighty-seven horses 
were cut loose and driven cut. Loss by 
fire, $2,000. 
During the ¡light of the storm a yacht 
was seen burning two miles off the Gov­ 
ernment pier. Eye witnesses assert that 
she sank. Nothing has been discovered 
showing her identity. At first she was be­ 
lieved to be the yacht Countess, but a tele­ 
gram from a party aboard her to-night 
says they arrived saielv at St. Joseph, Mich. 
Ernest Blocker, a lumber merchant, was 
killed by a locomotive while crossing the 
tracks during the blinding storm. 
The water in the La Salle street tunnel 
was five feet deep. Passengers on cable 
cars were compelled to stand on the seats. 
The electric lights in all the theaters and 
hotels were extinguished. Everything be­ 
low the street level on the West Side was 
flooded. 
The damage all over the city is very 
great. There is no way of arriving at the 
full damage. The entire district beyond 
Ashland avenue is a miniature sea. 


CHICAGO ANARCHISTS. 
Mrs. Lucie Parsons M akes a Wild and 
Incendiary Speech. 
C h ic a g o, July 28th.—The hundredth 
anniversary of the storming of the Bastile 
was celebrated by the Socialistic and An­ 
archistic societies in this city to day. It 
was a jubilee day for the Anarchists. Mrs. 
Lucie Parsons, widow of the noted Anarch­ 
ist. made an incendiary speech that was 
loudly applauded. 
She said the fail of the Bastile. while a 
blow to tyrrany, did not destroy economic 
slavery. ‘* There must be another revolu­ 
tion against the bastile ot labor. The peo­ 
ple will rise and storm aud capture 
those bastiles, and they will bear out the 
heads of these devils—those capitalists 
on the tops of pike staves. [Vociferous ap­ 
plause.] They presume to rule by the di­ 
vine right of the rifle and Gatiing gun, the 
noose and the prison. You must seize 
those rifles and those Gatling guns, destroy 
the gallows and storm the prisons. You 
must not march in the street to be mowed 
down, but you must get within the walls, 
and victory is yours. I say there will he a 
revolution. I say you men are brave 
enough to rise and put down the tyrant. 
The revolution comes, the red flag waves, 
the bastile falls, the common people are 
triumphant, and history repeats itself.” 
The crowd cheered itself hoarse. At the 
conclusion of Mrs. Parsons’ speech Paul 
Grottkan, a well-known Anarchist, echoed 
the sentiments vehemently expressed by 
Mrs. Parsons. 


SUNDAY IN CINCINNATI. 
Fight Between tlic Police and Saloon- 
Keepers—Riotous Proceedings. 
C in c in n a t i, July 28th.—To-day has been 
a regular field-day between the saloon­ 
keepers and the police. Of the 212 saloon- 
i8ts who met last week all, with the ex­ 
ception of abont forty, tried to keep open. 
In consequence there were about 156 ar­ 
rests. By far the greater part of the saloons 
were to all appearances closed. 
Over the Rhine two or three riots took 
place. This afternoon at Fifteenth and 
Pine streets, about 4 o’clock, the police un­ 
dertook to arrest a man for disorderly con­ 
duct. A crowd of 1.500, composed chieflv 
of hoodlums that inlest the neighborhood, 
quickly gathered and a cry of “mob the 
police” was raised. 
The mob set npon the police with clubs 
and lists, and one policeman was badly 
beaten, his scalp being cut, but he was not 
serionslv injured. About a dozen police­ 
men kept the crowd back with clubs while 
an officer arrested the man. On the cor­ 
ner of Walnut and Twelfth streets, at Ar­ 
il uger's saloon, an unsuccessful attempt to 
mob the police was made. 
Three reporters who went over the 
Rhine this evening to look up matters had 
quite an adventure. They were suspected 
as being spies, and a crowd demanded they 
give an account of themselves. Two of 
them gave satisfactory reasons, but the 
third was obliged to turn and ruu down 
Pine street. He was followed by a mob, 
and he only escaped serious injury by 
being rescued by the police. More saloons 
were closed to day than on auy previous 
Sunday since the attempt was first made 
to enforce the law. 


Clan-na-Gasl Picnics, 
Chicago, July 28th.—The rival picnics 
of the Clan-na-Gael fixed for Angust 15th 
are expected to act as a reflex of the Irish 
sentiment regarding the Cronin murder. 
Friends ot Cronin will attend Cheltenham

Grove. The Cheltenham Beach Commit­ 


tee have issued a powerful manifesto urg­ 
ing all who condemn the assassination to 
attend. 
They Favor a Trust. 
C h ic a g o. July 2Sth.— Interviews with a 
number of leading railroad Presidents of 
Western railroads published here show 
that nearly all favor the formation of a rail 
road trust. The general opinion is that, 
under the present restrictions, the railroads 
cannot earn a fair return on the invest­ 
ment. 
W illed to Uncle Sam. 
R iv e r h e a d (N. Y\), July 28th.—William 
Merrimau, an eccentric school teacher, 
who died recently, willed his entire prop­ 
erty, valued at nearly one hundred thou­ 
sand dollars, to the United States Govern­ 
ment. 
Jackson and Ashton. 
N ew Y o r k , July 28th.— A glove match 
has been arranged betweed Peter Jackson 
and Jack Ashton. Jackson will probably 
train at Jerome Park and Ashton at Fort 
Hamilton. The contest will take place 
August Sth. 
Cut His Throat. 
R ic h m o n p (Va.), July 28th. — James 
Oonaty, the bookkeeper who left his wife a 
few weeks ago, went to her house to-night 
and asked her to take a walk. She refused, 
whereupon he cut her across the throat 
with a razor. Couaty then went into the 
adjoining room, stood before a looking- 
glass and cut his own throat from ear to 
ear. He died in a few miuutes. His 
former wife will recover. 
Short in His Accounts. 
^ K ansas Cit y , July 28th. — Charles S. 
Crysler of ludependence is reported to be 
$30,000 short in bis accounts. He is the 
agent for several estates. Crysler is at pres­ 
ent in Washington, but telegraphed his 
father to give delivery bonds and that he 
would satisfy them when he got home. 
Sunday Law in Missouri. 
K ansas C it y , July 28th.—It having been 
found inexpedient to make arrests for Sun­ 
day law violators under the Downing, or 
State law, as the Police Judge could not 
enforce some of its provisions, the Com­ 
missioner hunted around aud found a city 
ordinance exactly like the Downing law, 
and conferring the proper powers upon the 
Police Judges. 
The penalty of the revocation of licenses 
bad its effect, and to-day the police were 
able to airest seven violators.

(colored), who claims she wanted to kill 
Mrs. Bedford’s cook, Grace Hunter. 
Mrs. Bedford is very ill, but will recover. 
Her niece died in the evening. The motive 
of the Small woman for poisoning them is 
not known.

The latter 
paper was the loueest one of the evening 
and will be printed in the publications of 
the society in full. Its purpose is to show 
the real shape of the so-called spiral uebu 
iar in the space of their dimensions as de­ 
duced from their apparent shape as pro­ 
jected in two dimensions on the back­ 
grounds of the sky. This is a problem 
that has had no solution up to this time. 
Afcer the adjournment of the society the 
members looked at the various objects of 
interest shown by the astronomers of the 
Observatory and then a portion returned to 
the Smith Creek Plotel to sleep, while the 
rest, cr as many as possible, were enter­ 
tained by the astronomers on the niouu- 
taiu.The affairs of the society are in a pros­ 
perous condition, owing to the great in­ 
terest taken in its progress bv the mem­ 
bers. It is essentially a society for amateurs, 
and desires to include in its membership 
every person in California who takes an 
interest in astronomy, whether he has 
made studies in this direction or not. 
Several ladies are already members. The 
annual dues are $5 per year, and there is no 
initial fee. Life membership is $50. The 
publications are sent to every member, and 
three of its six meetings are held in San 
Francisco. 
The scope of the society is defined so 
that it can have no possible rivalry with 
any other. Its sole object is to forward 
the study and the science of astronomy.

MEDAL FOR SKYSCRAPERS. 
The Hon. Joseph A. Donohue, of Menlo 
Park, has offered to the Astronomical Soci­ 
ety of the Pacific to establish a medal to 
be given to the first discoverer cf every 
unexpected comet, and to the first person 
making a precise observation of a telescopic 
periodic comet at any one of its expected 
returns. 
This medal is intended solely as a recog­ 
nition of merit and to commemorate the 
discovery, aud is not designed in any sense 
as a reward. 
The astronomer’s reward consists in the 
discovery itself. Mr. Donohue also offered 
the gift of a fund sufficient to maintain 
snch a medal in perpetuity from and after 
January 1, 1890. 
The (Society has gratefully accepted the 
offer, and will proceed to give practical ef­ 
fect to it by the establishment of the medal 
and by tbe fixing of the regulations for its 
bestowal. 
No application for the award of the 
medal is required. It will be given, as a 
matter of course, to the acknowledged dis­ 
coverer of each new comet. 
It is, however, prescribed that a letter 
should be addressed to the Director of the 
Lick Observatory, which communication 
must contain all the particulars of the first 
observation. 
Such medals as this are given by various 
scientific societies and academies, both in 
America and abroad, and they serve as 
interesting and valued ruememos to their 
possessors as incentives to the younger 
generation of astronomers and as a series 
of landmarks in the history of scientific 
progress. 
The full conditions on which the award 
will be made will shortly be printed in the 
various scientific journals and in the pub­ 
lication of the Astronomical Society of the 
Pacific, where they can be found by those 
interested. 


UNEXPLAINED SUICIDE. 
A San .luaquin Farm er Blows the Top ot

WHAT WE MUST DO. 


There is no issue of fact concerning 
the diversion of our commerce from Amer­ 
ican transcontinental lines to the Canadian 
Pacific Railroad and its subsidized ocean 
connections—all the facts were clearly set 
forth in the letter of testimony of M r 
Towne to the Senate Committee, and so 
far as the diversion of the cotton goods 
trade is concerned, the testimony of Mr. 
Smythe, when the committee was in Bos­ 
ton, was positive that cotton goods are 
almost wholly going out of New England 
by the foreign route. 
We have not, there­ 
fore, to deal with any disputed facts. 
W hat we have to do with is the policy of 
the nation. 
The one single and overshad­ 
owing question is, “ Shall the commerce 
ef the United States l>e protected from the 
assaults of an alien road, behind which is 
the persistence, the wealth aud the com­ 
mercial shrewdness of the British Empire?” 
There are three parties to a combined ef­ 
fort to strip from our transcontinental rail­ 
ways the carrying trade; these are, the 
.'Snglish home Government, the Dominion 
Government and the English possessions 
In Australasia. 
The] only way to meet 
this triumvirate, and thwart its commer­ 
cial schemes, is by the setting up of a pol­ 
icy of protection, under which the Cana­ 
dian 
road 
cannot 
unfairly compete 
for American freight, despite the fact 
that, 
because 
of 
non-taxation, 
enor­ 
mous 
subsidies 
and 
governmental 
support, it can underbid the American 
carrier. If the foreign combination can 
control the carrying trade, from that to 
control of industrial forces in the United 
States will be a short one; from that dom­ 
ination to the political management of the 
country will not be a longer one. 
We 
have been governing our railroads so much 
In this country that we have well nigh 
deprived them of the power to resist the 
most ordinary assault of a foreign competi­ 
tor. 
IV hat the United States needs to do 
is to take its hands ofl of the carrier lines, 
leave them free to the operation of the 
immutable laws of trade, protect our traffic 
from the encroachment aud unfair eomi>e- 
tition of foreign government-aided lines, 
refuse to yield what little we retain of the 
ocean carrying trade, by meeting English 
assault with like weaponry, until that na­ 
tion finds the contest at least an equal one, 
and consents to a cessation of hostilities. 
For it must be kept in view that the Bri­ 
tish Government has not put its shoulder 
beneath the new scheme of conquest with 
any expectation of present gain, or even a 
trifling return of the enormous outlay to 
which it has subjected the country to aid 
the Canadian road—its scheme looks far 
beyond the present or the ncarfuture. 
Its 
P 't ; -c is to fasten upon and possess the 
transcontinental and trans-Pacific trade, 
though it may take a decade to accomplish 
i t ; after that it will consider its reward. 
The American nation must l>e just as far 
seeing if it copes with the British Govern­ 
ment. 
Heretofore we have lived in the 
lime of the present, and have trusted to 
the morrow when it should come, to t>3 
favorable in all its conditions to us. For 
the future we must look ahead and lay the 
lines of our policy along as great a 
stretch of the time to come as do our 
shrewd and patient consius over the Atlan­ 
tic or across the border.

D ic k in s o n 
wrote

friendly letter to the Musicians’ Union 
during the difficulty between the Union 
and the Fourth of July Committee of San 
Francisco, of which he was at the same 
time a member. 
We believe he voted on 
th at committee with the strikers, also— 
that is, in favor of yielding to their de­ 
mands. 
Now, as a commanding officer in 
th«; National Guard, he gives expression to 
views highly commendable concerning the 
mutinous bands. 
But these expressions 
arc not in harmony with bis prior advice 
to the strikers to “stick together.” 
If by 
his letter to the Union be meant simply 
th a t he was in favor of good wage* for 
good work, he said no more than was right. 
So are all aien, who look at the matter 
from 
a right 
standpoint, 
in 
favor 
of good wages, thoroughly good wages 
But that does not mean approval of the 
methods resorted to in the strike and 
mutiny to secure g<x«l wages. 
As a matter 
of fact, the wage question was not involved 
in the mutiny. 
The men were to be paid 
all they had bargained f>r; they made no 
complaint of reduction, for there was none. 
T he question simply was, should the Mu- i 
eicians’ Union lie permitted to boycott the 
Fourth of Ju 'y ccl.'ination? Should it l>e 
|x>r:n:tted to a.«sert its authority as superi­ 
o r to the State of California? 
If Colonel 
Dickinson meant by his “stick together" 
letter that he favored the boycott, and 
gave it aid and comfort, then he did a 
most ungracious thing to retain command 
of the brigade pending the trial of the 
mutineers. 
However looked at, Colonel 
Dickinson owes the public an explanation, 
and until it is made it will be only fair to 
suspend final judgment upon his action. 


T h e Cincinnati Commercial Gazette de­ 
clares that, after all, we have no reason to 
reproach ourselves about the decline of our 
merchant marine, because for a hundred 
years our whole attention has been given 
to conquering the land to the uses of com­ 
merce ; subduing the great West with rail­ 
ways and linking the two shores of the 
continent. It believes, now that the land 
conquest is fairly over, that the irrepressi­ 
ble Yankee nation will turn its attention 
to the seas, and that before very long we 
will be able to count as many bottoms 
afloat as England has, and the starry flag 
leading trade as much as does the cross of 
St. George. 
In all which speculations our 
contemporary moves upon a plane of truth, 
with a gush of patriotic enthusiasm of the 
hopeful kind. 
But we must be about the 
new order of things speedily. There is no 
time to waste over doctrines of the right 
of foreigners to come and share with us. 
The new policy must be distinctively that 
of the American flag and American com­ 
merce. And while we look toward the 
sea, we must look to it that alien aided 
competition does not snatch from us some 
of the victories of the land conquest. We 
may regret internal development, rather 
than rejoice over our achievements, if we 
do not jealously and fearlessly guard the 
avenues through which foreign influences 
are seeking to gain control of our inland 
commerce between the two great oceans. 


T h e provisions of the treaty with Great 
Britain in 1871 concerning transit of goods 
duty free from American places through 
Canadian or other British territory, to be 
delivered at other points within American 
territory-, is simply a grant of privilege 
that we may abandon when we choose- 
For that privilege we covenanted to per­ 
mit certain designated goods arriving in 
our ports and intended for British places 
to be transported without payment of duty 
to the destination indicated; also, that 
goods originating in Canada and des­ 
tined for export may be brought duty free 
into the United States for shipment abroad 
from our ports; also, that goods arriving 
at British ports in North America, des­ 
tined for the United States, may be con­ 
veyed through British possessions free of 
duty. 
But these grants, concessions and 
privileges are not endless. The covenants 
may be terminated and the whole agree­ 
ment set aside, and it should be whenever 
it is found that the reciprocal status estab­ 
lished is of greater injury than of benefit 
to the States of the American Union, and 
that point it would seem has been reached 
already. For any supposed benefits of the 
bonding privilege we cannot aflord to sac­ 
rifice the interests of American commerce. 


M a in e is a prohibition State, yet it is 
recorded by her own papers that on the 
Fourth of July the streets of Bangor and 
Portland literally swarmed with drunken 
men. 
A few days before the police confis­ 
cated all the liquor they could find, and it 
was no small quantity; yet on the Fourth 
and the day before the tide of inebriety 
rose higher than ever before known in the 
history of either city. The station-houses 
became so full of “ drunks” that they ab­ 
solutely overflowed, and towards the last 
the police ceased t » make arrests because 
there was no place to put the prisoners. It 
is because of such demonstrations as these 
that the prohibitory laws do not prevent 
the sale of liquors that the more recent 
voting upon the question has been ad­ 
verse to it. 


It is inexplicable that in the matter of 
the I’an-American Congress to assemble in 
Washington within two months from this 
time, neither Brazil nor Mexico have sig­ 
nified an intention to take part. Can it 
be that English and German influences 
have been at work to prevent action bv 
those Governments ? 
Both countries have 
a heavy commerce with England, and 
Mexico has scarcely less with Germany. 
The merchants of Brazil and our next door 
neighbor are largely indebted to the mer­ 
chants of Europe, and it is just possible, 
therefore, that this fact may account for 
the failure of these American States to 
agree with us. 


K o ssu t h is a splendid example of the 
real patriot. 
He is now nearly 90 years of 
age, and has been an exile friroi his native 
land for more than a full third of a cen­ 
tury, but he lias not lost hope; for him the 
signal fires of liberty still burn, and the 
love of country is as vital within him as 
when he first faced the enemies of free 
speech. 
In a recent letter the old patriot 
writes to a fricad eoncerning the hope of 
representative government in Hungary: 
“ This is not death. 
It is only sleep, and, 
though the sleep has lasted a good while, 
the awakening will come soon. 
G#d grant 
that sleep comes not again. Siu tmm corda 
lift up your hearts.” 


It is not generally known that the late 
Congress appropriated £270,000 to afford 
all workmen on the Panama Canal who are 
American citizens free transportation to 
their homes. 
It was a thoughtful act, and 
proves that our Congressmen are not wholly 
absorbed in contemplating the political 
pot. Thus far only alxuit £00,000 of the 
sum has been called for, proving that the 
conditions are not so bad upon the Isth­ 
mus as we had been led to believe. 
A 
good many of our workmen, however, went 
to Chile, that Government offering subsist­ 
ence and free transportation, in order to 
obtain three thousand laborers. 


T h e Atlanta Constitution goes into a 
long and ümping explanation why the 
Stars an i Stripes were not floated over 
the Georgia Capitol on the Fourth of 
July. 
In short, it is this: Georgia lias a 
{state flag; it is a pretty flag, and Georgia 
wishes to show it to the people. The oc­ 
casion was the dedication of a ne w Capi­ 
tol, and as that is a State a flair, it was it proves. 


S a n F e a n c i-sCO has secured the contract

July 28th —The report of 
the discovery of rich coal oil deposits in the 
Rocky Mountains, near the northern bor­ 
der of the United States, has revived the 
interesting question of the probable quan­ 
tity of the fuel deposits in this couDtry. 
Professor McGee, of the United States 
Geological Survey, says the known depos­ 
its of coal, coal oil and natural gas, the 
fuel of the day, are not so great as many 
people suppose.

W hat wealth may 
be 
developed 
in 
them 
is 
very 
largely unknown, but the calculation of the 
amount of anthracite coal of the country, 
and the probable consumption, results in a 
very well demonstrated conclusion that 
such deposits will be exhausted within a 
century, while the bituminous coal will 
not last longer than three or four centuries, 
if there are no more new fields. 
He was then asked if the report of the 
discovery of oil in the Rockies was plausi­ 
ble. 
“It is not at all unlikely that oil has al­ 
ready been found in that region at or very 
near the altitude of 4 500 feet, which is the 
figuie given in describing the location of 
the new find.” 
“W hat will be done when these deposits 
are exhausted?” was next asked. 
“My opinion is that that emergency will 
be met by extracting the bituminous m at­ 
ter contained in the rocks, and which is 
found all over the country—and it would 
astonish those who have not given the sub­ 
ject thought to learn the incredible amount 
of this matter there is—and the earth would 
yield many hundred thousand barrels per 
square mile, and it is not extravagant to 
say this would sum up to a million barrels 
per square mile for the United States. At 
Credent only a very small portion of it can 
e extracted chemically, and I must confess 
I don't see how it can be extracted on a 
commercial basis, but it could in some way 
be done when the demand would warrant 
it, and this, with gas and petrolenm, will 
be the great fuel of the future, ano proba­ 
bly eventually the former alone will be the 
article of consumption.”

W a sh in g to n, July 28th.—The contro­ 
versy which has been general among the 
Masonic fraternity throughout the country 
respecting the Cerneau Scottish rite has 
culminated here in the issue of an edict by 
Harrison Dingman, Most Worshipful Grand 
Master of the Masons, District of Columbia, 
under date of July 25th, pronouncing the 
Cerneau 
organization 
clandestine, and 
warning all members of that rite that they 
are liable to discipline from the Grand 
Lodge, unless they at once withdraw from 
said Cerneau body. The main reason for 
this edict, aside from other questions aris­ 
ing in the Scottish rite controversy, issta'ed 
to be that the Cerneau organization has 
established relations of amity and Masonic 
correspondence with the Grand Orient of 
France and Germany, a body of Masons in 
that country which is under the ban of at 
least every English-speaking Grand Lodge 
in the world, because the Grand Orient has 
stricken the name of God from its rituals. 
The Grand Lodges of this country, it is 
said, have an additional grievance against 
the Grand Orient of France, because the 
latter persists in recognizing the negro 
Grand Lodges of the United ¡States.

PRESS CONVENTION. 


C om ing M eeting o f th e 
C en tral 
an d 
N o rth e rn C alifornia A ssociation. 
The following circular has been issued 
by the Executive Committee of the Central 
and N orthern California Press Association: 
On the 20th of May last the Central and 
N orthern California Press Association com­ 
pleted its organization. We request, if not 
already enrolled as a member, that you 
will unite with the Association, and that 
you will solicit your associates upon your 
journal to do likewise. 
W hile the m em ­ 
bership is confined to the counties of Cen­ 
tral and N orthern California, it Í3 the pur­ 
pose to conserve the interests of newspaper 
publishing ana editing throughout the 
State. The joining fee is $2, the annual 
dues, $2. The scope of the laws is covered 
by the statem ent that they in no wise affect 
the independence of any jonrnala or per­ 
sons related to them; they are purely ad­ 
visory, and for the purpose of securing a 
better understanding, greater harm ony of 
action and, so far as consultation can 
achieve it, business promotion. 
We be­ 
lieve that the benefits of social meeting 
will be pronounced. 
The Executive Committee does not deem 
it necessary to enlarge upon the benefits 
of such an association—they m ust be ap­ 
parent to you, and the gentlemen and 
ladies who may be professionally related 
to your journal. It m ust suffice to say 
that in this day when specific interests are 
best advanced by consultation and union 
of those related to them , the value both to 
publishers and writers of such an associa­ 
tion as this is of the first order in its 
economic aud its social features, and in 
the influence that it can exert in elevating 
and generally bettering the profession of 
journalism and in contributing to the de­ 
velopment ol the State.

A n o th e r Illu stra tio n o f th e N ecessity of 
A bating the Nulsanct*. 
About half pasi f> last evening two young 
men wrecked a buggy at Seventh and M 
streets. 
They were driving rapidly up Seventh 
street and plying the whip to their anim al, 
when it became apparenily unmanageable, 
or was terrifien at the m anner in which it 
was driven, and turned at a high rate of 
speed into M street. Ju<t above Seventh 
the vehicle was capsized, throwing both the 
men out, but doing them no perceptible 
harm . The buggy was badly wrecked, the 
bodyoeiug torn to piects and rent lrom the 
running gear completely, while tbe calash 
top was badly smashed. 
The frightened horse ran up M street to 
Eighth, and thence to L street, and down 
that street to its stable. 
At half past 7 neither of the young men 
had appeared at the stable to report the 
accident or explain it. 
The horse is slid by its owner to be verv 
gentle and easily managed, and is not 
given to nervousness. 
Livery men com­ 
plain bitterly of the reckless m anner in 
which a class of young men who hire 
teams drive them, and the merciless way 
in which they treat horses. 
Two prom inent stables now have con­ 
tracts that doubtful drivers are required to 
sign, and which must be indorsed by two 
sureties for the safe return of the teams 
and vehicles let out. 
In this connec.ion 
the attention of the authorities is directed 
to the fact that several of Ike graveled 
s'rects are, by certain parties, turned into 
race courses nearly every evening, and 
trotting and running contests are common, 
to the peril of I'edtstriaus. 
Almost any 
evening teams can be seen making a rate 
of speed equal to twenty miles an hour, 
and frequently two aud three, and in one 
instance, on Friday, four turnouts were 
racing abreast down M street, while careful 
drivers and family teams hastened to get 
out of the way by escaping up side streets. 
It there has been an arrest in a dog's age 
in this city for last driving it has escaped 
the iflemory ot the press.

216 M on'gomery street, 
San Francisco, from August 13th to 17th 
inclusive. 
The forenoon of each day will be given 
to the examination of viticultural products, 
sam pling, etc , from 10 a . m . to 12 p. m . 
At 3 p . m . reports and papers will be read, 
each subject being followed by open dis­ 
cussion. The evening of each day will be 
devoted to a continuance of the discus­ 
sions of the afternoon, commencing at 
8 p. M. 
Owing to the peculiar circumstances u n ­ 
der which vine-growers are suffering at the 
present time, it is thought advisable to con­ 
centrate the work of the Convention as 
much as possible upon discussions relating 
to: 
First—The conditions now prevailing in 
the m arkets ot viticultural producís, and 
the causes of depression in prices of wines. 
Second—Present prosperity of the raisin 
and table-grape industries, and possible 
dangers for the future. 
Third—Remedies for present difficulties, 
including drying of wine grapes, distilling, 
cp-operative organizations, popular agen- 
eies in Eastern States and foreign countries, 
im provem ent in qualities of products, and 
notable defects that may be overcome. 
Fourth—Legislation, national and State; 
nature aud effects of local restrictions on 
trade through m unicipal and State laws; 
internal revenue regulations, and popular 
customs. 
Fifth — Possible co-operation between 
dealers and producers to m aintain produc­ 
tion on a profitable basis. 
Special requests will be sent to prom i­ 
nent experienced men to prepare papers on 
these subjects, and one day will be devoted 
to hearing the views of merchants, all of 
whom are earnestly requested to partici­ 
pate throughout in the discussions. 
Heretofore samples of wines have been 
exhibited at these annual conventions 
m ainly for instructive comparisons, and 
m uch benefit has been derived from care­ 
ful sam pling. It has been been found im ­ 
possible, however, to d o justice to all the 
samples forwarded, and, inasm uch as the 
reasons for showing and comparing all the 
ordinary young stocks in cellars do not ex­ 
ist now as formerly, when m any were in ­ 
experienced, it is desired that samples ot 
wines and brandies for exam ination be 
lim ited as follows: 
First—Wines and 
brandies produced 
from im portant and comparatively new 
varieties of vines, such as the Medocs, Sau- 
ternes, Burgundies, Sherries, Madeiras and 
Cognacs. 
Second—Old wines, however sm all the 
quantities which they represent, to illus­ 
trate the possible development Dy age and 
oottliug. 
Third—Any exceptionally fine wines or 
brandies of any character. 
Fourth—Characteristic samples of stock 
of the most generally cultivated varieties, 
showing local excellencies or character. 
Three bottles of each kind shonld be sent 
in, each plainly labeled with name of va­ 
riety, grower, place, age. etc. 
One set of 
these samples will be subm itted to com ­ 
mittees appointed for exam ination and re­ 
port, 
Those attending the Convention will 
be afforded the usual opportunities for 
sampling. 
Raisin producers 8re specially requested 
to discuss and m ake known all necessary 
and improved appliances used in drying 
grapes and to make exhibits of tbe same. 
Also, to show snch samples of raisins as 
they can. 
An effort will be made to pro­ 
cure good samples of the various kinds of 
grapes at that time ripening. 
Dealers in vineyard supplies are especially 
requested to make exhibit of approved m a­ 
terials used in clarifications of wines with 
iustructions as to their use. 
Notice will be given through the press of 
speakers who shall have been engaged to 
prepare papers. 
A large and full attend­ 
ance is requested, as m uch good is ex­ 
pected to flow from this Convention, in 
prom pting harm ony of action.

Gtneral Boulanger Carries Bordeaux at 
the Election Yesterday. 


PECULIAR ATTITUDE OF MORLLY. 


The Vote for the Royal Grants 
Snre to Carry — Charley 
M itchell Interviewed. 


ISFKCIAL DISPATCHES TO TH E RECORD-UNION.] 


IN THE COMMONS. 
Tote on the R oyal Grants—The Peculiar 
A ttitude of M orley. 
London, July 28tb.—A t any rate we have 
not been dull in the House of Commons 
for the last three nights. The members 
have not gone about the lobbies yawning 
their heads off and wondering why on 
earth they were ever such fools as to come 
to this place of torture. 
Besides the 
speeches in the House, we have had all the 
fun of the (air in the lobby, irreverent 
sneers at the “Grand Old Man” from the 
Radicals, rumors of discontent in high 
quarters at the uncertain and erratic 
course pursued by the Ministry in reference 
to the royal grants, and all sorts of odds 
and ends. 
To be sure this was not much *o boast of. 
The only incident of the ¡east importance 
outside of the division, which was a cer­ 
tainty ail the way through, was the new 
split in the Radical party. Mr. I.abou- 
chere, if he succeeded in nothing else, did 
certainly succeed iu throwing an apple of 
discord among the regular leaders of the 
party. Mr. Morley is against Gladstone, 
Tarnell votes for the Government, Trevel­ 
yan goes contrary to Morley, not that it 
matters two straws which way he goes, Dr. 
Tanner and William O'Brien walk into 
the same lobby with Balfour and the 
Tory “coercionists.” Nobody kDows where 
to lind anybody else. Take the whole 
House, shake it up together and empty it 
out on the floor, and you have the sort of 
chaos which prevailed last night. Well 
may the portly Mephistopheles be proud of 
his work. 
No doubt it is a fact not without signifi­ 
cance lhai as many as 11G members of the 
House voted against auy funher grants 
whatever to the royal family. Explain it 
how you may. it is a sign of the times 
which all concerned would do well to re­ 
flect upon. To realize what it means it 
must be remembered that the adverse vote 
was cast against the advice and even en­ 
treaties of Gladstone. It is easy to believe 
the whisper that is now going round in 
very select circles as to the pain and mor­ 
tification of the Prince of Wales which the 
recent proceedings have inflicted. The dis­ 
pute in Parliament over the small sum 
asked for his daughter almost mingled 
with the sounds of the wedding bells. 
The fight is to he renewed, for the money 
has not yet been voted. It is a pity tor the 
sake of Sir. Morley’s reputation that he has 
consented to play the somewhat ludicrous 
part which fear of losing his seat has in­ 
duced him to tuke up. He said he agreed 
to the proposed grant in committee, and 
ran awav from it at the first growl which 
reached him from his consiituents, and his 
courage and his conscience both melted 
away. We have the assuranceof Mr. Glad­ 
stone, of the Government, of Lord Hart- 
ingtou, of all the responsible men of the 
day, that no more grants shall be applied 
for during the present reign. That was 
what Morley asked for. He has got it, and 
still he is afraid to do what a week ago he 
practically declared to be right. He is 
going to renew a debate which is virtually 
dead. 
GENERAL BOIXANOEK. 
He Carries the Election in Bordeaux By 
» Large Majority. 
Paris, July 28th.—The elections for the 
members of the Councils general were held 
throughout Prance. 
General Boulanger 
contested in forty-five cantons. He has 
been successful in Bordeaux where he 
polled 3,31(5 votes against 2,091 for his 
opponent. Ho was deieated in Montpellier 
and Rouen. 
The time granted to Boulanger, Dillon 
and Rochefort to answer the summons of 
the Senate Court having expired, an olficial 
to-day publicly read before their residences 
the decree giving the accused ten days in 
which to appear before the Court. Failing 
in this their property will be sequestered 
and they will be ueprivedof all civil rights. 


CERTAIN TO PASS. 
The Royal Grant Rills Will be I’er- 
sisteatljr Pushed to Passage. 
London, July 28th.—The Government 
has decided to proceed trom day to day 
with the Annuity bill, which will be read 
a second time on Wednesday. 
The third meeting will, unless the House 
permits it to he taken up on Thursday, be 
set down for Friday. The House of Lords 
will pass the bill in a single day. The bill 
cannot be blocked, as it is understood that 
the Queen and Prince of Wales to-dav 
executed a settlement of £3 000 a year upon 
the Princess Louise, and that tile Prince 
has added a dowry of £10.000 in anticipa­ 
tion of the grant from Parliament. 
Narrow Kscupe from I>oath. 
London, July 28th.—The wife of the 
American theatrical manager, Palmer, had 
a narrow escape from death. A horse she 
was driving bolted and upset the wagon. 
Boulanger’s Popularity. 
Paris, July 28th.—In to-day’s elections 
for Couneela, Boulanger, who was a candi­ 
date in 400 cantons, was elected in twelve 
and defeated in sixty. Returns only have 
been received from one-third of the entire 
number of cantons. 
Attempted Assassination. 
Rio Ja n e iro , July 28th.—Adrian Valle, 
the Portuguese who fired a shot at Em­ 
peror Don I’edrc. on the night of July 16th, 
while the latter was leaving the theater, 
declares he was instigated to make the at 
tempt on the Emperor’s life by the Repub­ 
lican Association. 
Reward Offered. 
Zanzibar, July 28th.—Captain Wissman 
oilers a reward of 20,000 rupees for the cap­ 
ture of Chief Bushiri-Busbira, who with 
his own hand murdered the officer of the 
East Africa Company named Nielsen. 
I>rowne«l in Africa. 
B erlin, July 28th.—Dr. Scbmelzkepf, 
Surgeon-in-Chief of Captain Wissman’s 
expedition, has been drowned at Zanzibar. 
Peruvian I te m s . 
Lima (via Galveston), July 28th.—The 
sixty-eighth anniversary of the independ­ 
ence of Pern was observed to-day with 
great enthusiasm. The ordinary Congress 
has been installed and continues in unin­ 
terrupted discussion ot the Grace contract. 
The submittal of this matter to the Senate 
is expected daily. It has been delayed 
only by a trifling detail. 
llumlroclh of Liven Lont. 
Vienna, July 28th.—A cycloue in Hun­ 
gary, Transylvania and Biikovinia to-day 
swept over several thousand square miles 
of territory. Hundreds of persons were 
killed, crops were destroyed and enormous 
damsge was done to houses and churches. 
The districts of Grosswondem, Shegedin 
and Mohack were completely ravaged.

The Ohlest Rank Notes. 
The oldest bank notes are the “ flying 
money,” or “ convenient money,” first 
issued in China 2,697 1!. C. Originally 
these notes were issued hv the treasury, 
but experience dictated a change to the 
banks under Government inspection and 
control. The early Chinese “greenbacks” 
were in all essentials similar to the mod­ 
ern bank note, bearing the name of the 
bank, date of issue, the number of the 
note, the signature of the official issuing 
it, indications of its value in figures, in 
words and in the pictorial representation 
in coins or heaps of coins equal in amount 
to its face value, ami a notice of the pains 
and penalties following counterfeiting. Over 
all was a laconic exhortation of indus­ 
try and thrift, “ Produce all you can; 
spend with economy.” The notes were 
printed in blue ink, on paper made from 
the filer of the mulberry tree. One issue, 
in 1399 I». ('., is carefully preserved in the 
Asiatic Museum at St. Petersburg.
